Tn1s Tumaur took its Riſe, at the 
lower Part of the Orbit under the Ghhbe 
of the Eye; it turned the Pupil towards the 
Top of the upper Eye-lid, and extended the 
lower Eye-lid an Inch, or more, outwards. 
It likewiſe reached down on the Cheek, the 
Breadth of an Inch. | 
M. Mery, firſ# Surgeon of Hotel Dieu, 
M. Carrerre, Surgeon to the Right Hono- 
rable the Dutcheſs Dowager of Orleans, 
and ſome others went along with me, 
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IMA an Ircifor in the Skin and the = 
Orbicular Muſele, in the Form of a Gef 
cent reverſed, the Length. of the tucifion- 
was proportioned to os. Extent of the Tu- 
mour; afterwards, with an Errbine, Eprick- 

ed the Tumour, in order to raj ;/e.it ; then, 
with a Biſtoury, 1 ſeparated the ſame from 
the Parti to which ĩt adbered; theſe Party 
were the Orbicular Muſcle, and the Mem- 
brane common to the Eye and to the lower 
Eye-lid.

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\ HESE Excreſcences of Pleſh, which 

grow on the Globe of the Eye, are 
variouſly prominent, in Proportion to the 
Difference of their Sige. They are either 
the Refult of ſome Strokes, or Wounds, re- 
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ceived in the Eye, or they are ſpontaneouſly 
produced by the Rupture of ſome Blood. - 
veſſels, * I have ſeen an Excreſcence, as big 
as a Pea, that was cauſed by a Ball ſhot 
out of a Fuſl;:It had firuck the Eye on 
the Side of the little Angle, and penetrated 
into the Globe, . beyond the Place which is 
uſually pierced, in the Operation of the Ca- 
taratt, My Opinion was, that, as the 
Wound cicatriſed, it would ſerve as a Li- 
gature, and choak the Excreſcence, which 
would decay of zt/elf.: It happened aceord- 
ivgly, towards. the thirty-fifth Day. 

EXCRESCENCES. appear fome- 
times on the Cornea Tranſparent. Some 
Authors pretend to defiroy them with Cor- 
roftve Sublimate ; for my Part, I perform 
the ſame Operation which ſhall be propoſed 
for the Cure of the Staphiloma ; afterwards, 
every Morning, J apply Sea Salt to them, 
about the Brgneſs of a Lentil at a Time, 
and fo conſume them intirely.
